Loss at least $40,000 in 
Montclair industrial fire 


MONTCLAIR — A 
fire, 
apparently 
starting in a heat treating trough, roar­ 
ed through the Kenrus Products Co. at 
34 Vista P lace here W ednesday night, 
destroying the large wooden building 
and pieces of heavy equipment used in 
the m anufacture of steel street sw eeper 
brushes.

D am age w as at least $40,000, accord­ 
ing 
to 
Montclair 
Fire 
Departm ent 
Capt. Gordon Ridd. Ridd said the fig­ 
ure could be higher but the exact loss 
would not be known lor several days. 
The fire w as reported shortly after 6 
p.m. by Kenrus em ploye Manuel Go­ 
mez, the only em ploye there at the 
time. 
When several Montclair Fire Depart­ 
ment engine com panies and the city ’s 
snorkle truck arrived at the scene the 
fire had already gone through the roof 
of the old building. M ontclair called 
the Upland Fire Departm ent and the 
Ontario 
Fire 
Departm ent 
for 
a ssis­ 
tance. 
In a m isty rain 17 to 20 firem en bat­ 
tled the hot flam es leaping m ore than 
20 feet into the air. The tinder dry 


walls of the wooden building burst into 
flam es sending palls of black smoke 
into the gray sky. 
The fire was finally brought under 
control within an hour, but not before 
much of the com pany’s handm ade sp e­ 
cialty equipm ent, and numerous par­ 
tially com pleted steel sw eeper brushes 
w ere destroyed. A dump truck and a 
late model car parked near the build­ 
ing when the fire started were pock­ 
m arked and blistered from the heat. 
Firem en rem ained at the scene until 
10 p.m . knocking down hot spots and 
cooling the hot m etal strewn through 
the burned out building. 
Ridd said this morning the fire de­ 
partment has arranged a m eeting with 
the owner of the com pany, Ken B a b ­ 
kins of Upland, to determ ine the exact 
loss caused by the fire. 
Ridd said firem en have tentatively 
idt ntified the origin of the fire as being 
in a heat treating trough in the center 
of the building. Ridd explained that the 
m etal wire used in m aking the brushes 
is heat treated and tem pered to give 
them m ore durability. Ridd said the 
exact cause of the fire has yet to be 
determ ined. 


Haig injects name of Simon 


into probe of Hughes gift 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Top presi­ 
dential 
adviser 
Alexander 
M, 
Haig, 
shed of executive privilege, 
has in­ 
jected the nam e of Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon into the unfolding 
tale of Howard Hughes' 1972 cam paign 
contribution, a com m ittee source says. 
Haig, testifying at a three-hour closed 
session of the Senate W atergate com ­ 
m ittee W ednesday, said Simon told the 
White House last year that the Internal 
Revenue Service was investigating the 
$100,000 cash gift from Hughes, accord­ 
ing to the source. 
Nixon released Haig from an earlier 
order to answ er no questions, a m an­ 
date that might have resulted in a con­ 
tempt of Congress citation. 
According to the source, Haig told of 
receiving two calls from Simon, then 
deputy treasury secretary, in May last 
year shortly after Haig took over from 
H.R. Haldem an who resigned after the 
W atergate scandal. 
The source said Haig testified that

Simon called tw ice to report that IRS 
tax audits were under way that touched 
on the gift, which was tunneled through 
Nixon's close friend C. G. “ Bebe” Re­ 
bozo.

Israeli warplanes today carried out 
their heaviest and deepest strikes into 
Lebanon since the 1973 war in retalia­

87 at the G alilee village of Maalot. 
T argets 
included 
heavily 
populated 
Palestinian refugee cam ps and targets 
near the Beirut airport. 
The Lebanese D efense M inistry said 
w aves of Israeli planes bombed and 
m achine-gunned targets near the Bei­ 
rut airport and 
in 
five districts 
of 
South Lebanon. Most of the areas lis­ 
ted by the M inistry were the sites of 
big Palestinian refugee cam ps. 
Palestinian guerrilla attacks against 
Israeli 
settlem ents 
have 
invariably 
been followed by m assive Israeli reta­ 
liation. 
Prim e 
M inister 
Golda 
Meir 
gave a hint of such action W ednesday 
night when she vowed to “ cut off the 
hands” of the guerrillas responsible. 
The Israeli announcem ent said the 
30-minutfc attack hit guerrilla targets 
near Beirut, around the coastal city of 
Tyre south of the capital, and in south­ 
ern Lebanon ibove the frontier. Israel

The raid cam e as the Israeli nation 
was burying its dead from the Maalot 


attack, the costliest guerrilla raid in 
the nation's history. The death toll of 
30 included 18 teen-age Israeli school­ 
children and the three guerrillas who 
carried out the raid.

Lebanon had feared som e sort of

The plea m eans Kleindienst m ust be 
sentenced to at least a month —and 
possibly as much as one year —in jail 
and pay a fine of $100 to $1,000. 


A letter by special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski to K leindienst’s attorney said 
in return for the guilty plea, all other 
possible present charges against him 
would be disposed of. It did not close 
the door to future charges if “ new 
evidence develops.”

tained in a crim inal “ infom ation” filed 
by Jaworski — w as based on his refus­ 
al to testify at his Senate confirm ation 
hearings about conversations with Ni­ 
xon, White House staff m em bers and 
his predecessor at the Justice Depart­ 
m ent. John N. M itchell. 


Herbert J. Miller, Kleindienst’s attor­ 
ney, said it w as the Nixon conversation 
about which his client had refused to 
testify. 


Shortly

tired last fall as special prosecutor. 
Kleindienst is said to have told Cox 
that Nixon had telephoned him in 1971. 
when Kleindienst w as deputy attorney 
general, called him a vulgar nam e and 
said, “ Don’t you understand the Eng­ 
lish language?” 


The President then told him to drop 
the case which centered on ITT taking 
over six other com panies, Kleindienst 
said. Kleindienst told Cox be 
threa­ 
tened to resign and Nixon withdrew hi* 
demand. 


The White House later said Nixon 
was only conveying his attitude thai

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Plans to meet Arab guerrilla demands went awry 
Wounded children screamed 


MAALOT, Israel (U P l) - “ 1 saw 
blood on the floor everyw here,” Yltzak 
M a h 1 o u f 
said 
after 
the 
killing 
stopped. 
The dazed 21-year-old Israeli 
said, 
•‘Children were on the floor, some oi 
them scream ing for the m others and 
fathers.” 
As troops picked their way through 
the 
bullet-ridden, 
three-storv 
school- 
house, they found the bodies of 18 chil­ 
dren and three Arab guerrillas. Seven­ 
ty children were wounded or injured 
when the dram a ended. 


The bloody Arab guerrilla assault cn 
the rem ote tcwn of Maalot began be­ 
fore dawn Wednesday when a m an in 
an Israeli arm y uniform hailed a truck 
on a lonely road outside this settlem ent 
n ear the 1 ebanese frontier. 


Ho was not an Israeli soldier. 
He 
was 
a 
Hebrew-speaking 
Palestinian 
commando. 
The 
truck, 
carrying 
Arab women 
workers, refused to stop, and the guer- 
ri'las 
opened 
fire 
with 
subm achine 
guns. 
Two women were killed and six oth­ 
er- wounded as the bus roared through 
the hail of fire. 
The guerrillas then moved into Maa­ 
lot. a town of lisht industry and far- 
nunc set in the green, rolling hills cf 
Galilee four miles from the Lebanese 
frontier. 
They knocked on the door of Yosef 
Cohen’s 
home. 
200 yards 
from 
the 
school in the center of town. 
Once inside, they killed Cohen, his 
wife and one of his two children. The 
other child, a 19-month-old deaf mute, 
e-caped with wounds by crawling un­ 
der a bed. 
The guerrillas then m o-ed through 


the predawn darkness to the school. In­ 
side were some 110 high school stu­ 
dents cn a field trip. They w ere in 
sleeping bags. 
Students said later someone knocked 
on the door and In 
fluent 
Hebrew 
asked i anyone, v as inside. The guer­ 
rillas then burst in and held them at 
gunpoint. 


Prim e M inister Gclda Meir said the 
guerrillas then set about ringing up ex­ 
plosive charges around the building. In 
the confusion, about 20 students es­ 
caped and alerted Israeli authorities. 
Hours later, alter battle-ready Israeli 
soldiers had surrounded the school, the 
guerrillas used a portable loudspeaker 
to demand freedom of 20 jailed com­ 
mandos by 6 p.m. in exchange for the 
ho'iatu1«. 


They said the French or Romanian 
am bassador in Israel would have to a r­ 
range fhe exchange and transportation 
out cf the country. 
The governm ent decided at an emer- 
gency cabinet meeting to bow to the 
guerrilla dem ands, relaying the deci­ 
sion to French A m bassador Jean Herly 
and the -merrillas. 
Alien Herly arrived at the school, 
however, the guerrillas refused to talk 
to him unless he had a code word from 
the P w T a r D em ocratic Front for the 
Liberation 
of 
Palestine, 
their 
Da­ 
m ascus-based organization. 
Herly had no such code word and th* 
ta ’ks stalled, but the guerrillas insisted 
on sticking to 
their deadline. They 
threatened to blow u p . the school if 
their dem ands w ere not met. 
Mrs. Meir said Romanian A m bassa­ 
dor Ion Covaci told the governm ent he 
h d gotten word through Arab repre­ 
sentatives in B ucharest that the guer­ 


rillas would deal with him as an inter­ 
m ediary. He said he was waiting for 
the code word, but it never cam e. 
Just one hour before the deadline. Is­ 
raeli officials told the guerrillas they 
had freed their com rades as dem anded 
and had them ready to move out ct the 
country. 


Mrs. Meir said the guerrillas then 
changed their tactics, offering to free 
only half the students in exchange for 
their com rades. The other hostages 
would be flown to an Arab country. 
“ Even 
if 
we 
accepted 
this 
and 
agreed to fly the children out. there 
would have been no possibility of ea r­ 
n in g out the plan,” Mrs. M eir said. 
The deadline approached, she said, 
“ and we knew all the children w ere in 
danger.” The arm y went into action. 


The 50 soldiers who took part in the 
attack covered their advance w ith a 
b a r r a g e of smoke grenades 
and 
crouched low as 
they moved tow ard 
the modern three-story school building. 
in the initial attack. M rs. Meir said, 
the 
guerrillas 
were 
wounded 
and 
unable 
to 
set 
off 
their 
explosive 
charges. 
But 
they w ere able to use 
their guns. 
Many of the student hostages es­ 
caped in the confusion by jum ping out 
of windows. Several w ere wounded by 
guerrilla gunfire as they fled. 
V.Tien the shooting stepped, m ore Is­ 
raeli soldiers rushed into the building 
to carry out the 
dead and wounded, 
and take victim s 
to a m akeshift first 
aid station. 
Sixteen students were killed and 70 
wounded in the attack itself. Mrs. M eir 
said In the aid station, the wounded 
scream ed with pain and the floor grew 
slick with blood.

cause of economic difficulties. He said 
i di-.proportionately large number of 
the employes fired were over 40 years 
of age. 


Kilberg said the Labor Department 
is looking into other divisions of Cali­ 
fornia Standard as well as other com­ 
panies and expects to report additional 
moves against age discrimination with­ 
in a month or so. He added that age 
discrimination in employment probably 
is “relatively widespread around the 
country."

Brain, not heart, should be 
death key, says lawmaker

death occurs when the brain 
c e a s e s to function or the 
heart stop« heating has been 


a longstanding controversy in 
medical circles. It came to a 
head recently with the

crease in organ transplants 
under the state’s Anatomical 
Gift Act. 
A bill (AB3560) by Arnett 
would declare death to occur 
when the person has “suf­ 
fered irreversible cessation of 
b r a i n function.” Currently 
there is no state law on the 
subject.

Committee, which delayed ac­ 
tion on it until June 11. 
Arnett said the brain death 
definition would permit more

Minister Elliott Trudeau led 
4iis Liberal party to victory 
t)n the image 
of a 
brash 
young intellectual who spoke 
his mind on the issues, did 
not hesitate to cuss out his 
opponents and was the object 
ff enthusiastic shows of affec­ 
tion 
from 
young Canadian 
jjyomanhood. 
The campaign had sobered 
somewhat in 1972 and the Li­ 
berals 
emerged 
from 
that 
election with only 109 seats in 
parliament to 106 for their 
chief opponents, the Progre­ 
ssive Conservatives. Holding 
the balance of power with 31 
Seats was a Socialist group, 
the New Democratic party. 
On May 8. the Trudeau gov­ 
ernment fell when the New 
Democrats deserted it on the 
Issue of a $23.95 billion budget 
for

March 31. New elections will 
be held on July 8. 
Politically, the chief issue 
was inflation, which in March

Aside from inflation, a com­ 
mon ailment worldwide, Can­ 
adians have not been doing so 
badly. Unemployment is down 
and recognition of Canada as 
a nation in its own right with 
its owp characteristics is at an 
aii-time high. 
Between the chief 
indivi- 
d u a l s 
involved, 
Stanfield 
exudes confidence 
he 
soon 
will be Canada’s new prime 
minister. Trudeau nromises a 
strong fight based prim arily 
on promotion of his own bud­ 
get. 
Prognosticators say the Li­ 
berals might regain a major­ 
ity based on Trudeau’s own 
popularity. 
Otherwise, 
they 
say, the result could be a re­ 
petition of what it is today 
with the New Democrats hol­ 
ding the balance of power but 
with littl“ chance of nutting 
their proposals into practice.

May is gray. 
For reasons best know to meteorologists, oceanographers 
and God. sunny Southern California is blanketed each May by 
a cold gray shroud of m arine air as depressing as it is uninte­ 
resting. 
It interests me. Like who needs it? May in Southern Califor­ 
nia. Can you swim at the beach? Can you bask in the sun? 
Can you enjoy a picnic under a blanket of blah? 
Garden parties, backyard barbecues, pool frolics—all of the 
Southland’s favorite outdoor activities are chilled and dam ­ 
pened.

D-Mass., knows well that no 
senator, no m atter how po­ 
werful, can achieve what a 
president can. 
With his recent admission 
that he would —deep down — 
like to be president, Kenne­ 
dy's current soul searching 
will have a profound impact 
on his own future, the ambi- 
tiors of other potential candi­ 
dates. the Democratic party 
and, perhaps, the country. 
Probably no one in recent 
times, except possibly Dwight 
D. Eisenhower in 1952, has 
been better situated to make 
the race. 
Kennedy consistently leads 
all other potential candidates 
for the nomination in all the 
polls. He is ar excellent cam ­ 
paigner despite his amazing 
mangling of the English lang­ 
uage. He has followers all 
over the country. He appeals 
to almost all the elements 
that make up the party. And 
he can. justifiably, point to a 
record made during 12 years 
in the Senate. 


What then pulls at Kennedy 
from the other side —against 
runring in 1976? 
One reason Kennedy has al­ 
ways given is family respon­ 
sibilities. In addition there is 
the opposition of his family, 
including his mother, who has 
seen two of her sons assassi­ 
nated. 
Another dimension was ad­ 
ded this year when his sor. 
Teddy, had to have a leg am­ 
putated because of cancer. 
And there is no way the fami­ 
ly responsibilities can decline 
in the next year. 
Although he has been in the 
limelight a long time. Kenne­ 
dy will only be 44 in 1976 and 
could choose to wait 
four, 
eight or even twelve years 
and still be of ar acceptable 
age for a presidential candi­ 
date. 
At the same time, Kennedy 
has an obligation to the Dem­ 
ocratic party and wants to be 
active in its councils. If it be­ 
comes clear during the next 
year that only he 
has 
a 
chance to head off George C. 
Wallace or perhaps even Hen­ 
ry M. Jackson for the nomi­ 
ration, that would be a strong 
inducement to run. 
He also has to take into 


consideration 
Chappaquidick. 
He knows that the issue w ill 
be raised and that he will 
have to face it on the cam­ 
paign trail. 
So far. however, Kennedy 
has done 
nothing to back 
away 
from 
a 
presidential 
race, 
and 
he 
has fuliiUed 
many of the prerequisites to 
making the run. 
He keeps in 
close 
touch 
with supporters who backed 
and worked for his brothers, 
maintains liaison with party 
leaders, shared 
a 
platform 
with Wallace and made high­ 
ly publicized visit to Russia, 
Romania and West Germany.

Methods of treating 
skin cancer change 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - In the 
last 12 years I have had 11 
basal cell carcinomas surgi­ 
cally removed from my face. 
I’m 56 and I’ve been careful 
about keeping out of the sun, 
and I go to the doctor as new 
areas appear on my skin. 
Each biopsy has been posi­ 
tive, so I guess I can expect 
new cells to appear. Do you 
have any suggestion how I 
might reduce the rate of oc­ 
curence? 
Also, a friend told me her 
doctor removed three basal 
cells by applying a salve or 
something. After a few days 
the hard surfaces which had 
formed came off, and the 
cells were gone. 
The last time I had one re­ 
moved I asked my doctor 
about removing it by means 
other than surgery, and he 
said he felt surgery was bet­ 
ter because there was more 
assurance that all the bad 
c e l l s would be removed. 
Would you please comment 
on this? Have recent medi­ 
cines been developed? 
About 30 years ago I had 
about 12 X-ray treatmerts for 
rosacea of my nose whi:h 
perhaps 
helped 
arrest 
the 
veins around my nose. All the 
basal cells have been in that 
area except for one. 
DEAR READER - I am 
inclined to agree that 
re­ 
peated amounts of X ray to 
the skin, as you would have 
had in the treatment you 
mention, 
makes 
the 
skin 
more apt to develop skin can­ 
cers. If you are prone to this 
problem 
anyway, 
it 
could 
make matters worse. 
Your doctor has something 
in his favor about surgery 
making sure all the cancer 
cells are removed. However, 
after you have had this done 
in a case such as yours, I 
would favor a chemical treat­ 
ment on the entire face area. 
You probably have a number 
of abnormal cells that have 
not yet created a suspicious 
lesicm for the doctors to cut 
out. 
I do favor simple burning 
off of the skin areas involved,

either electrically or chemi- I 
cally, but there are indeed 
new medicines that will el imi- ; 
nate cancer cells from the 
surface of the skin. 
Cancer cells are really nor- i 
mal cells that have gone wild j 
in their growth pattern and 
are rapidly reproducing. For 
a cell to reproduce, even a j 
normal one, it depends upon 
DNA and RNA, those com­ 
plex strands of combinatiors 1 
of sugar and protein-like sub­ 
stances. The new salves act 
by interfering with the forma­ 
tion of new DNA and hence 
new cell formation. Skin cells 
are 
constantly 
dying 
and 
being 
replaced. 
The 
skin 
cancer cell’s rate of reproduc­ 
tion is even greater than nor­ 
mal skin. 
The chemical in the salve 
(fluorouracil, marketed under I 
the trade name Efudex) inter- ! 
feres with the DNA forma­ 
tion, and the cancer cells I 
can’t reproduce. So, they die i 
and form a crust whereas the 
normal cells will be less af­ 
fected. if at all. The chemical 1 
literally 
differentiates 
be- i 
tween rormal and abnormal ! 
cells, and much earlier than 
an ordinary microscope can. 
I would suggest that you go 
see a dermatologist and see if 
he can’t choose such a medi­ 
cation or one with a similar 
action for a generalized treat­ 
ment of your face area. It 
might prevent your devel­ 
oping new lesions later that 
would need to be removed 
surgically. The treatment can 
be repeated later with the 
salve if conditions seem to 
warrant It. I suspect that in 
the long run you will protect 
your appearance by 
using 
such an approach. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I have 
this mole on my chin and 
hairs grow out of it. Is it ’•afe 
to pull these hairs or not? 


DEAR 
READER 
- You 
s h o u l d avoid irritating a 
mole. That means leave it 
alone. You should simply cut 
the hairs off with a pair of 
scissors, not a blade. Moles 
in locations where they are 
constantly irritated from 
a 
belt, a strap or where a per­ 
son 
shaves 
should 
be 
re­ 
moved.

W hatever R ichard Nixon m ay eventually be found 
guilty of, or not guilty of, he stands convicted, by his 
own words, of a lack of faith in his fellow Am eri­ 
cans am ounting to m oral obtuseness. 


The President had nothing to do with the planning 
of the burglary of D em ocratic headquarters in the 
W atergate or of the office of Daniel E llsberg’s psy­ 
chiatrist. His role in the subsequent coverup of 
these operations, to w hat extent he played any role, 
cam e long after they had occurred. 
Yet num erous tim es in the W atergate tape tran s­ 
cripts, the President and his advisors consider, and 
each tim e reject, the idea of letting it all “ hang 
out,” or even trying a “limited hang-out”— that is. 
tell the troth, or som e of it. 
Had the President a y ear ago stepped before the 
Am erican people and told them everything he had 
learned and apologized for the actions of his su­ 
bordinates and confessed his own failures in per­ 
m itting such things to be carried on in his nam e, 
the public would surely have rallied behind him. 
That, of course, would have m eant sacrificing the 
careers of his closest and most valued associates as 
well as a great deal of his own im age and that of 
the presidency. 
In the end, he m ay have sacrificed everything in 
the foolish decision not to trust the understanding, 
judgm ent and capacity of the people to forgive. 


Smoke gets 


in your eyes 


Back in 1964 the Surgeon G eneral of the United 
States released a report that smoking cigarettes 
was a health hazard. This w arning today is p art of 
the product’s packaging and advertising. All TV and 
radio advertising has been banned for some tim e. 
So? After an initial reaction, people a ie smoking 
more and m ore. W hether they are enjoying it less is 
not easy to discover. 
In California, the fall-off in smoking was not sig­ 
nificant im m ediateh after the Surgeon G eneral s 
w arning. Not. in fact, until the state raised cigarette 
taxes from .3 cents to 10 cents a pack in 1967 did 
consum ers staid sw earing off in appreciable num ­ 
bers. According to Richard Nevins. m em ber of the 
State Board of Equalization, the annual per capita 
consumption dropped from 136 packs to 129. (Which 
is some soil of a com m entary on our evaluation of 
health and taxes.) 
That downward trend continued until 1969 when 
consumption levelled off at about 
121 packs per 
year. It w asn’t long, however, until the consuming 
public began to build resistance both to the som ew­ 
hat intangible threat of health dam age and the very 
tangible effect of higher taxes. The upswing in «-on* 
sumption has been steady. 
Last y ear set som e sort of record. Per capita 
consumption of tax-paid cigarette* in 1973 increased 
two percent over 1972—from 122.7 park> to 123.2. 
That was the largest annual percentage rise 
in 
smoking in California since 1961. before the Surgeon 
General put his w ham m y on the habit. 
Just for the record, that 1973 per capita figure 
totalled m ore than two and a half billion packs con­ 
sumed by California sm okers. 79 million m ore than 
the year before, H «•osi state consum ers *168 million 
in total cigarette taxes, $206 million of that going to 
the state. 
In case Californians feel they’re over-taxed, how- 
ever. Nevins points out that 33 states have higher 
It \ ics than w e do. 
Gotta light"

Noi only is the Wall Street Journal acknowledged 
as a >uperbh w ritten and edited chronicle of the 
financial and business world in particular, it also 
has a nice sense of humor. 
This was illustrated recently in its neat riposte to 
a bit of typically liberal editing of a chart of the 
Dow Jones averages in the current edition of "E co­ 
nom ics,” a book by one Paul Samuelson. Professor 
Samuelson, it seems, had added his own explanatory 
labels to certain areas of the chart. 
For one. “ 1929 C rash” appears just after the 1929 
high of 381.I f 
"Postw ar boom" adjoins the 1956 
high of 521.05. The 1966 low of 744.32 is titled “ Viet­ 
nam Stagnation,” The Journal was “ particularly in­ 
trigued,’’ however, by Professor Sam uelson’s labeli­ 
n g the F ebruary 1966 high of 998.21 (his figure, not 
Dow Jones’I as “ Kennedy Expansion." 
Quietly disclaim ing any role as stock-m arket ad­ 
visor, and disassociating itself from Sam uelson’s 
"capsule theories of what m akes the m arket m ove." 
the Journal concludes: 
w e do look forw ard 
to the next edition of thisl book, in which the chart 
will presum ably cover the Dow Jones high of 1051.70 
in January of ¿73. We wonder if this will be lalteled

Proposition 9 


In your May 12th editorial you cited 
several comments being made by the 
AFL-CIO leadership and the California 
Chamber of Commerce in opposition to 
Proposition 9—The Political 
Reform 
Act of 1974. A careful study of the 
m easure will show that these allega­ 
tions are just not true. 
There is nothing in the law that 
denies “ free speech” or the “ right to 
petition“ as claimed by the AFL-CIO. 
What the law prohibits is the “launder­ 
ing” of bribes under the guise of poli­ 
tical contributions and gifts. 
The law does not unduly restrict poli­ 
tical activity by public interest groups 
thft work to enhance our environment, 
parks and schools as alleged by the 
Chamber of Commerce. In fact many 
of these groups, such as the Sierra 
t'lub, the Coastal Alliance, Assoc’ation 
ot University Women and the Con­ 
sumer Federation ot California, 
all 
vigorously endorse Proposition 9. 
The Chamber also states that Prop­ 
osition 9 duplicates current lobbying 
laws. Actually, the present laws are 
vague, vvf*ak and unenforceable. Prop­ 
osition 9 forbids certain corrupt lobby­ 
ing practices now being used and re-

quires disclosure of all lobbying activ­ 
ity. However, there is nothing in the 
law that prohibits petitioning of law­ 
m akers based on facts. 


The Chamber’s allegation that Prop­ 
osition 9 will cause mass resignations 
of public officials is just not true. A 
sim ilar bill passed in the State of 
Washington two years ago has resulted 
in less than one-half of one per cent 
resignations by public officials. In real­ 
ity, Proposition 9 will create a political 
environment that 
encourages 
honest 
men to enter politics. 


The most blatant allegation of the 
Chamber is that Proposition 9 restricts 
the "Freedom of the Press.” Article 3 
• f the law 
specifically exempts all 
news media from the provisions of the 
law. 


Finally, the allegation that the law is 
unduly complex and long is also not 
true. The whole law can be printed on 
seven sheets of legal paper. While to 
be enforceable the law must be written 
in legal language, anyone who takes 
the time to read it can see that it does, 
not contain the discrepancies cited by 
his opponents. 


What then wall a majority YES vote 
on Proposition Q really do? 


1. It will prohibit present practices 
whereby bribes are now legally “ laun­ 
dered.” 
2. It will forbid law-ntakers and pub­ 
lic appointees to make public decisions 
that might enhance their own personal 
interests. 
3. It will set up a bipartisan commis­ 
sion witose sole purpose is to enforce 
the law. 


4. It w ill cost less than ten cents per 
voter per year to contain the corrup­ 
tion that has eroded public confidence 
in our government. 
5. Its passage will send a loud and 
clear message to all public officials 
that the voters are fed up with govern­ 
ment for the big moneyed special in­ 
terests and that the government must 
serve the people first. 


I urge every citizen to ignore the TV 
spots and billboards that will tell lies 
about Proposition 9—The Political Re­ 
form Act of 1974.

The Siren Call of the 
Big Horn Mine 


There she sat. away up under the snow crested top of 
"Old Batdy ’. Mt. San A ntonio, beckoning to the eager 
and unwary. The Big Horn Mine. A little more than two 
generations ago there were would-be miners sprinkled 
liberally throughout every comm unity in California. Most 
were ordinary men who would wander off into the moun­ 
tains every sp rin gtim e, live off a grubstake o f rancid 
bacon, and half-cooked beans, and do a little prospecting 
while loafing the long summer days away. 
But som e were successful businessm en who, when they 
caught the gold bug. dealt in stocks and development 
capital. This is the story of one such group. 
Jed George and Judge A. N. Cross started the ball 
rolling when they approached their friends with the news 
that Joe Cull wanted to sell Ins Big Horn stock, I lie price 
was $50,000, a lot in those days But once these respect­ 
able burghers saw' the highly decorated stock certificates. 
’ mental enthusiasm bordering on frenzy” took posses 


sion of the entire bunch. a> a scarred survivor later wrote 
An option was taken. 
I hey sent Albert Melkin. a stockholder who was also 
to get a com m ission on the purchase price, otf to Mt 
Baldy to check things out. Honest Al: “W e knew that he 
would not intentionally do any of us a wrong.” W hat hap­ 
pened? In his eighties the literate survivor wrote that he 
was “satisfied that som eone salted that ore on Al. 
Melkin had returned with fabulously rich specimens. 
However, the group recalled that assays "no more prove 
the richness of a mine than the shape of a horse’s foot his 
speed." They decided to have a mill test made. 
Fifteen pack mules were sent up the mountain from 
Azusa. Meanwhile, four men left the city by the Southern 
Pacific, camped overnight in Big Rock Canyon, then went 
by wagon and on foot through the snow to the mine. 
The pack train, with tools, powder and provisions, was 
waiting. The miners blew down various sections of ore 
bodies. "We tilled sacks with a fair average of crushed 
samples " While two of the city men took pack trains out 
to the edge of the snow line, two others kept a suspicious 
watch over the ore being sacked. 
I hree tons and 70 pounds of ore reached Los Angeles 
a week later from Big Horn Mine "We took it to the 
Llewellyn Iron W orks where it yielded the magnificent 
sum of one dollar and thirty-seven cents per ton 
W hen this result was announced to the group, you 
"could have heard the head of a pin drop on a Turkish 
rug 
Albert Melkin denounced the gold sleuths as dun- 
derheaded idiots. Jed George, whose daydreams of a life 
of leisure spent in Ins old Louisiana home were smashed, 
tried to smile, and failed. I hen som eone started to laugh, 
and six>n long, hearty guffaws "probablv prevented sev­ 
eral deaths from heart failure."

TV time 
Network gets mail 
by the carload

NEW YORK (UPI) - On 
an average day, Bettye Hof­ 
fmann might receive 1,000 let­ 
ters, 500 cards and a few tele­ 
grams. 
Mrs. Hoffmanr is not Santa 
Claus or the dead letter of­ 
fice, but a vice president at 
the National Broadcasting Co. 
She handles the mail. 
“ Our attitude at NBC is 
that people deserve to be lis­ 
tened to,” Mrs. Hoffman said 
in 
her office 
overlooking 
Radio City Music Hall. “ They 
take time to watch our pro­ 
grams, they go through the 
trouble to call or write, and 
the very least we can do is 
try to answer. We’re busy, 
but we’re not insensitive.” 
Mrs. Hoffmann’s job has 
beer around in one form or 
another 
since 
NBC 
began 
radio operations in 1926. 
Today the network is more 
diversified, 
and Mrs. Hof­ 
fmann and her staff cater 
only to mail, wires or calls 
d i re c t e d to the National 
Broadcasting Co. It amounts 
to hundreds of thousands of 
comments, many of which re­ 
ceive personal replies. 
“ People feel the retwork is 
a friend or a relative,” she 
said. “ Sometimes it makes 
them happy and sometimes it 
makes them sad.” 
Usually the most hectic pe­ 
riod for Mrs. Hoffmann’s of­ 
fice —Information Services — 
is when programs are can­ 
celled. 
“ A few years ago, more 


than 150,000 persons wrote us 
—most of them teen-agers 
—because NBC cancelled ‘The 
M o n k e e s , ’ a rock music 
series. Another 126,000 com­ 
plained when 
‘Star Trek,” 
went off the air.” 
Mrs. 
Hoffmann 
also 
re­ 
ceives specific requests. 
“ Ore woman 
wanted 
to 
know where she could get a 
wedding dress used on a 
show She said she was getting 
married and was desperate 
for the same dress. Please 
help me, she said, or my 
marriage will be ruined.” 
Mrs. 
Hoffmann 
and 
her 
staff have their regular wri­ 
ters. One calls himself the 
“ Wizard of Idaho” and ano­ 
ther is a Mrs. Springer from 
Texas who watches all three 
networks and writes reviews 
four or five times a week. 
Ac c o r d i n g to network 
research, the average writer 
is a woman who lives in a 
medium sized city tr the 
northeast who praises NBC 
rather than criticizes it. 
However, the network has 
its critics, especially sports 
fans. On one occasion NBC 
abruptly terminated a N.Y. 
Jets-Oakland Raiders football 
game for Heidi, a children's 
show. There were so many 
calls that NBC’s switchboard 
glowed like a Christmas tree. 
“ There were about 4,600 
complaints, but 3,173 mothers 
said they were delighted their 
children weren’t disappointed. 
Daddy had had enough foot­ 
ball.”

When the modern American 
political parties took shape in 
the last century, they formed 
around m ajor issues such as 
slavery, tariffs and nationally

tions of public policy that na­ 
tional 
leaders 
emerged 
to 
champion their causes. 
Life being simpler in those 
days, the issues with which 
the 
political 
parties 
were 
identified permitted sharp dif­ 
ferences of opinion —for or 
against gold coinage; for or 
against free 
trade; 
for 
or 
against natioral highways and 
canals. 
Today, the issue differences 
b e t w e e n the p artes ate 
blurred. Democratic and Re­ 
publican politicians may ar­ 
gue over the best ways to

inflation, achieve full

But they are talking about 
the same goals —what Nelson 
R o c k e f e l l e r called the

dime’s worth of difference’’ 
between the major parties.

The point of this is to ex­ 
amine the current speculation 
about.

Wallace 
emerged 
in

1960s as a rebel against the 


national civil rights consensus 
(but as a mainstream south­ 
ern politician in the pre-Vot- 
ing Rights Act period). He 
had an ideal situation — a safe 
segregationist

Ala­ 
bama 
from 
which 
to raid 
northern states where 
both 
parties chose to play to the 
black minority over the antib­ 
lack minority. 


W a l l a c e made quite a 
splash, 
demonstrating 
that 
racism was a national cha­ 
racteristic, albeit a minority 
position. His showing (nearly 


10 million popular votes and 
46 electoral votes) was im­ 
pressive enough to convince 
some observers that he might 
have forced the election into 
the House of Representatives 
with a little luck. 


But no one thought t h e 


Wallace of the 1960s could win 
the presidency outright. He 
was stuck with a minority fol­ 
lowing unless he could broa­ 
den his appeal. That is what 
he was trying to do in 1972, 
when his campaign was based 
on a kind of anti-establish­ 


ment, neopopulist theme. 
With the rough edges san­ 
ded and the race issue even 
softer pedaled than two years 
ago, that is what Wallace ap­ 
pears to be thinking about in 
term s of 1976. 


Based on what happened to 
Goldwater and McGovern, it 
is easy to say that what Wal­ 
lace seems to have in mind 
will not work —a candidate 
either of m ajor party or third 
party. 


But that conclusion is based 
on post-World War II politics.

Uncle Clyde a lesson 
in how to curb moths 


20 million Americans suffer 


from inflamation of sinuses

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
More than 20 million Ameri­ 
cans suffer each year from 
t h e 
headache, 
toothache, 
sometimes earache and swell­ 
ing around the eyes caused 
by inflammation of the sin­ 
uses. 
They spend millions of dol­ 
lars annually for medications 
that promise relief from the 
misery o? sinusitis, as the 
condition is called. 
\ new government booklet 
on the ailment says there is 
no way all sinus disorders 
can be prevented any more 
than all cold* or bacteria! in­ 
fections can be avoided. It 
says *he best way to resist 
sinusitis is to get enough rest 
and exercise, eat a well-ba­ 
lanced diet and maintain a 
general resistance to infec­ 
tions. 
Anything 
that 
causes 
a 
swelling in the nose, be it a 
viral or bacterial infection or 
an allergic reaction, can af­ 
fect the sinuses. The National 
Institute of Allergy and In- 
tectious Disease-:, which pre­ 
pared the booklet “ Sinusitis," 
reasons the best wav to check 
the ailment is to control or 
p r e v e n t 
rht 
underlying 
causes. 
The Institute has intensive 
research underway aimed at 


curbing a variety cf allergic 
disorders 
and 
the 
viruses 
which have been implicated 
in the common cold, which of­ 
ten precedes a sinus infection. 
Sinusitis usually occur* in 
one or more of the sinu- ca­ 
vities located over the eye*, 
inside each cheekbone, just 
behind the bridge of the nose 
or in the upper region of the 
nose. Air and mucus trapped 
in an obstructed sinus may 
cause pressure on the sinu- 
wall and the intense pain of a 
sinus attack. 
Headache upon awakening 
in the morning is characteris­ 
tic of a sinus problem, the 
booklet says. Pain when the 
forehead is touched may indi­ 
cate inflammation of the si- 
nusts over the eyes. Infection 
of the cheek sinuses 
can 
cause the upper jaw and teeth 
to ache. 
Sinusitis often cau^e-* -well­ 
ing of the eyelids and tissues 
around the eyes, pain be­ 
tween the eyes and tender­ 
ness when the side> of the 
nose are touched. Infected si­ 
nuses also can result in ea­ 
raches, neck pain and deep 
aching at the top of the head. 
Doctors treat the condition 
b- 
drainin': nasal parages 
and controlling or eliminating 
the source of the inflamma­ 
tion. This may require medi­ 
cation to reduce the con- 
ge-tion. antibiotics to control 


a bacterial infection and pain­ 
killers to relieve discomfort. 
A sinus infection can’t be 
cured by home remedies, the 
booklet said, but the dis­ 
comfort that accompanies the 
ailment often can be lessened 
by inhalin z steam from a va- 
oorizer or tea kettle. \ hot 
water bottle or a heating jfed 
placed over the inflamed area 
also can help. 
Many victims of the con­ 
dition find partial relief when 
humidifers are installed in 
their home. Air conditioners 
and electrostatic filters at­ 
tached to heating and cooling 
equipment help by keeping an 
even temperature and remov­ 
ing dust and pollen from the 
air. 
Cigarette smoking should he 
avoided by someone suscep­ 
tible to sinus problems, the 
institute said in the booklet. 
The 
institute 
also 
recom­ 
mends that alcohol drinking 
be curtailed because alcohol 
causes a swelling of the nas- 
al-sinus membranes. 
"If a person suspects that 
his >inus inflammation may 
be related to an allergic reac­ 
tion to dust, mold, food, or 
pollen — or any of the hun­ 
dreds ol allerg ms that can 
trigger a respiratory reaction 
—he would be wi-e to seek 
his physician’s referrral to an 
llergist,” the booklet advis-

Milk-caused illness resolved by additive

KINGSTON, R.I. (UPl) -- 
More than half of ihe world’s 
population is unable to clrink 
milk without eventually be­ 
coming ill, but a University of 
Rhode Island sciemist ukys he 
has developed an enzyme ad­ 
ditive that could hetn solve 
the problem. 
Dr. Arthur G, Rand says 
the additive will make it pos­ 
sible for these people to di­ 
gest lactose or milk sugar. 


“ Due to an enzyme defi­ 
ciency, their bodies are not 
able to break down the su­ 
gar.” he said. “ Therefore, it 
builds up in the intestines 
producing bacteria, 
causing 
discomfort. 
“ Up to 90 per cent ot the 
world’s non-Caucasians h tve 
this problem. It is serious in 
the sense that 80 per cent of 
an adult’s calcium needs are 
derived 
from 
milk.” 
said 
Rand. 


These 
people are 
mostly 
blacks and orientals, he said. 
“ There are two schools of 
thought on this. First, it may 
be hereditary or it might be 
that 
these 
races 
originate 
from areas where milk is not 
a staple of the usual diet. 
“ This would explain why 
African tribesmen who herd 
dairy carile can drink milk as 
well as I can, while another 
tribe which lives nearby but 
has 
io contact with cattle 


gets sick from the milK,’ said 
R a n d ’ s research assistant, 
James A. Hourigari, a gradu­ 
ate student from Australia. 
The 
professor 
has 
been 
working on the enzyme pro­ 
ject for four years. It grew 
out of a joint effort between 
the university and the Brown 
Medical Center. 
“ The people ot Brown be­ 
came concerned when some 
of their patients were unable 
to consume milk,” he said. 


The additive, created syn­ 
thetically 
through 
organic 
chemistry, may soon be dis­ 
tributed to drug warehouses. 
It can be added directly to 
regular milk or milk produ­ 
cers can make their own line 
of low lactose milk products, 
Rand said. It can also be ad­ 
ded to powdered milk. 
the enzyme gives the milk 
an acidic taste which. Rand 
said, is not entirely objectio­ 
nable. He said it would be 
ready for commercial produc­ 
tion in the verv near future.

Two-man sub to check theory on oil seepage 


Progress-Bulletin, Pomona, California, Thursday, May 16, 1974 


DALLAS (UPI) - Scient­ 


ists will dive in a two-man 


submarine in about six'weeks 


in an effort to substantiate 


research indicating that much 


of the oil and tar found on the 


beaches, surface and floor of 


the Gulf of Mexico and the 


Caribbean comes from natur­ 


al seepage. 
So far, the finger is always 
pointed at tankers or spifls 
from offshore oil operations 
as 
the 
villains. 
Fears 
of 
beach pollution are holding up 
exploration off the Atlantic 1 
coast, where drillers might 
find billions of barrels of bad­ 
ly needed petroleum. 
Dr. William E. Sweet Jr., 
49, of Texas A&M 
Univers­ 
ity’s 
Oceanography 
depart­ 
ment, is in charge of the 
research. He has been investi­ 
gating the origin of oil and 
tar in the Gulf for the past 
three years, mostly with un­ 
derwater television 
cameras | 
and bottom samplings. 
"We know from studies that 
none of the tar we are pick- ! 
ing up in 
the Gulf comes | 
from the oil rigs,” Sweet said 
in 
a 
telephone 
interview. 
You get tar on your feet on 
Padre Island (oft the South 
Texas coast) and point at rigs 
in the Gulf. 


Blames seepage 


‘‘But that is not where it is 
coming from. Petroleum ex­ 
ploration can be conducted in 
a safe manner. 
“I say a heck of a lot of it 
comes from seepage. I don’t 
have enough evidence now to 
say that most of it comes 
from seepage. I suspect that 
most of it comes from seep­ 
age.” 
Sweet hopes that with the 
submarine, costing more than 
*100,000, he can find oil, gas 
or tar actually coming 
up 
through the Gulf floor. 
“ We have seen gas bubbles, 
and, while we have not taken 
any* of the gas directly, we 
have had the water analyzed 
and it shows traces of hydro­

“ I heard about the Ameri­ 
can hippies and I wanted to

about,” the banker’s freckled- 
faced son said. 


Friends who had been in 
the United States gave him a 
dose of LSD. He was on the 
road to real trouble. 
The youth learned to steal 
and push 
to 
pay 
for 
his 
steady intake of cocaine, bar- 
bituates and later heroin. He 
landed in jail for smoking 
m arijuana but relatives had 
him released by the National 
B u r e a u 
of 
Investigation 
(NBI). 
Finally, his father hauled 
him 
to 
the 
Drug 
Abuse 
R e s e a r c h 
Foundation 
(DARE). High when he ar­ 
rived. he was given to the 
care of the Rev. Robert Ga- 
ron, 37, a La Salette priest 
from Manchester, N.H., who 
runs DARE. 


Restructured values 
Nepomuceno remained with 
the priest, 
known here as 
Father Bob, for 18 months. 
Nepomuceno recently told a 
news conference he had been 
freed 
from 
drug addiction. 
Eleven other youths rehabili- | 
tated by DARE 
made the 
same announcement. 
‘*0nce these youths led aim­ 
less lives.” Father Bob said. 
“ They took drugs to escape 
from the frustrations of life. 
Through the DARE program, 
they have established their 
goals and restructured their 
set of values. 
“ Some of them are now i 
gainfully 
employed; 
others 
have returned to their de­ 
ferred studies and are earn­ 
ing very high m arks.” 
Garon had been in the Phi­ 
lippines for nine years when 
he started the DARE project 
in 1971.

I 
still fear pain...but fear is a 
feeling, and we all know that 
feelings don’t think.”

Currey resigned from his po­ 
sition as aide to Reinecke af­ 
ter it was revealed that he 
had once helped Pierce to ob­ 
tain

gun 
permit 
even 
though he knew Pierce had a 
police record.
